In response to the Office Action dated August 25, 2003, reconsideration and 
allowance of the above-referenced application are respectfully requested in view of the 
remaifcs below. 



Remarks 

Claims 1-10, 12-21, and 23-26 remain pending in the above-referenced 
application and are submitted for the Examiner's reconsideration. 

Claims 1-5, 8-1 0, 23, and 25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(a) as being 
anticipated by Gennan Published Patent Application No. 198 54 463 ('the '463 reference")- 
In the prior Amendmoit, Applicant asserted that the Examiner did not demonstrate how the 
'463 reference teaches the limitation "the first arrangement to reduce the braking force is 
activated as a function of a slip at a front wheel.^ In the current Office Action, the Examiner 
responds by stating that any transverse vehicle rollover occurring on a hill as a result of 
braking must involve some v/heel slippage. Even if this statement is true as a matter of 
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
